OUR  WORK  AND  OUR  CONTENTION. 


A better  idea  of  our  Pennsylvania  work  can  be 
given  by  publishing  the  following  parts  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Convention  held  at  Williamsport,  June  1st, 
2d  and  3d,  and  by  distributing  them  as  widely  as  pos- 
sible throughout  the  State,  than  by  making  a more 
detailed  account  of  everything  that  was  done  there, 
and  publishing  it  in  such  shape  as  to  be  obliged  to  sell 
it  to  the  comparatively  few  who  might  be  inclined  to 
purchase. 

We  issue  10,000  copies  of  this  pamphlet.  Those 
who  want  them  can  have  them  by  application  to  the 
Secretary,  as  stated  on  the  cover.  It  will  be  well  to 
apply  early  for  them,  as  a large  number  of  orders 
have  been  sent  in  advance  of  publication.  We  want 
to  reach  all  parts  of  the  state  with  them. 

Our  work  for  the  coming  year  is  in  hopeful  con- 
dition. Our  Secretary  has  many  appointments  for 
Conventions  and  Institutes,  in  places  where  none  have 
heretofore  been  held,  as  well  as  where  they  have  been 
held  before.  We  hope  to  have  all,  or  nearly  all,  our 
Counties,  fully  organized  by  the  close  of  the  present 
year.  Success  in  this  respect  will  depend  largely  on 
the  liberality  of  our  friends  in  helping  on  with  the 
means.  For  two  years  the  pecuniary  part  of  our  work 
has  dragged.  .We  have  had  a little  army  of  firm 
friends,  who  have  helped  us  nobly.  The  only  diffi- 
culty has  been  that  we  have  not  had  quite  enough  of 
them.  We  hope,  this  year,  for  a repetition  of  the 
the  same  pecuniary  favors  from  each  and  all  of  our 
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friends  as  in  past  years,  and  for  similar  ones  from  as 
many  new  friends  as  shall  be  raised  up  for  us. 

The  work  is  great.  Thousands  upon  thousands  of 
children  to  be  gathered  into  Sunday-School;  thousands 
upon  thousands  already  in  school,  to  be  better  instruc-j 
ted.  Thousands  of  teachers  to  be  helped  on,  in  the 
double  work  of  gathering  and  teaching,  by  Conven- 
tion, Institute,  and  County  organization,  and  all  the 
other  means  which  can  be  put  forth. 

Let  our  earnest,  honest  effort,  in  God’s  strength,  be 
great,  in  proportion  to  the  work  to  be  accomplished. 

THE  CONVENTION 

Was  held  in  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church,  at  Wil- 
liamsport, and  was  an  occasion  of  very  great  interest. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  Sterling,  Pastor  of  the  Church, 
opened  the  Convention  with  a forcible  and  eloquent 
address  of  welcome. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Gould,  of  Philadelphia,  with  his  excellent 
new  book,  “ Songs  of  Gladness,”  and  his  sweet- voiced 
choir  of  “Little  Wanderers,”  led  the  music  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  present  limits  forbid  the 
publication  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention, 
some  of  which  were  deeply  interesting,  and  all,  both 
instructive  and  profitable.  The  address  of  Rev.  Geo. 
A.  Coffey,  of  Williamsport,  on  “ Carrying  the  Gospel 
to  the  Masses ,”  and  that  of  Rev.  Wm.  Harris,  of  Tow- 
anda,  on  “ How  to  work  up  a County will  be  found  in 
the  Sunday-School  Times , and  are  both  well  worth 
reading. 

OUR  WORK. 

Rev.  George  A.  Peltz,  by  request  of  the  Committee 
for  Arrangements  for  “Our  Work,”  gave  a spirited 
and  earnest  address  upon  the  year’s  work. 
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“This  has  been  an  eventful  year  in  our  work. 
Marked  by  no  remarkable  discovery  or  new  feature, 
;here  has  been  a healthy  progress,  and  great  advance 
made  in  the  right  direction.  As  an  indication  in  the 
tine  of  literature,  he  instanced  the  large  prizes  offered 
by  at  least  two  leading  houses,  for  the  best  Sunday- 
School  library  books.  In  one,  $500  each  have  been 
jffered  for  five  different  classes  of  subjects.”  Of  recent 
helps  for  Sunday-School  teachers,  he  enumerated 
'‘Pardee's  Index,"  published  shortly  before  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  ; “ Trumbull's  Children  in  the  Temple 
rnd  “ Efjyleston's  Manual during  the  year.  These 
;hings  indicate  a demand  for  a high  class  of  literature, 
md  that  the  men  had  been  raised  up  to  meet  the  de- 
mand. He  also  referred  to  the  increased  beauty,  size, 
xnd  matter,  of  the  S.  S.  Times , and  the  Rational  Teacher , 
nf  Chicago,  as  an  index  of  the  rising  character  of  the 
work;  while  all  our  denominational  newspapeis  are 
giving  much  more  space,  and  regularly,  to  their  reports 
nf  Sunday-School  work  and  information.  He  next  re- 
ferred to  the  State  organizations.  State  after  state  is 
taking  up  the  matter,  and  many  are  either  partially  or 
wholly  organized. 

New  Jersey  is  fully  organized,  and  gives  the  follow- 
ing results: 

1514  Schools.  18,247  Teachers. 

3928  Officers.  181,519  Scholars, 

all  of  which  was  sustained  at  a cost  of  $74,299  ; and 
847,303  were  given  by  the  schools  for  benevolent  pur- 
poses. 

Indiana  and  Maryland,  nearly,— Illinois  fully  orga- 
nized. He  read  the  organization  of  Illinois,  to  show 
how  efficiently  their  State  is  being  canvassed  for  Jesus. 

He  had  attended  that  grand  culmination  of  Sunday 
School  work,  the  National  Sunday  School  Convention, 
held  at  Newark,  N.  J.,  where  were  met  representations 
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of  twenty-seven  States.  Then  coming  to  our  own 
State,  he  asked,  “What  are  we  doing?”  The  par- 
ticulars would  he  given  by  the  Secretary;  but  when 
we  look  at  all,  we  must  realize  that  there  is  an  immense 
work  before  us. 

W e had  at  last  census  3,000,000  people ; we  have 
to-day  nearly  4,000,000  people,  and  the  Governor 
claims  that  we  are  the  first  State  in  the  Union  in  popu- 
lation. We  have,  indeed,  a great  State  in  area,  the 
7th  in  productions,  and  in  wealth  the  2d.  We  have 
about  1,000,000  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and 
20  years : of  these  we  have  on  the  rolls  of  our  day 
schools  about  600,000,  and  on  the  rolls  of  Sunday- 
Schools  about  350,000.  A careful  survey  indicates 
that  over  600,000  of  our  youth  between  the  ages  of  5 
and  20  years  are  outside  of  Sunday-School  influence 
altogether,  and  720,000  of  the  same  are  habitually  ab- 
sent from  Sunday-School.  He  quoted  further  to  show 
that  it  is  totally  impossible  for  the  Sunday-School 
Union  to  do  anything  like  one-tenth  of  the  work.  Our 
duty  then  is, — 

1st,  To  get  more  people  into  the  Sunday-Schools; 
and, 

2d,  To  do  them  more  good  when  we  get  there. 

Our  motto  is,  to  have  a Sunday-School  in  every 
Xfistrict  School  House;  and  he  thanked  God  that  we 
have  a State  Superintendent  of  Schools  who  is  in  sym- 
pathy with  us  in  this  desire.  One  great  want  is  thor- 
ough organization,  County  Associations,  Borough,  City 
and  Town  Associations  and  Institutes  all  working  act- 
ively for  Jesus.  We  need  all  these  workers  instructed, 
and  then,  with  missionary  zeal  to  awaken,  with  insti- 
tutes to  teach,  and  the  Holy  Spirit  to  bless,  we  shall 
have  all  we  need. 

We  need,  also,  our  own  Secretary  to  organize  and 
carrv  on  this  work  in  the  S^ate,  as  heretofore.  Also. 

v f ^1| 
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we  want  a large  amount  of  printed  matter  for  circula- 
tion; therefore,  we  want  a good  financial  support. 

The  speaker  here  very  graphically  gave  the  experi- 
ence of  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  past  year. 
He  stated  the  pecuniary  need  of  the  Association  for 
the  coming  year  to  be  $6000,  or  one  cent  to  every  five 
aersons  in  the  State,  and  proposed  that  every  County 
oe  responsible  for  its  pro-rata  share  of  the  above  am- 
aunt,  by  the  pledge  of  some  person  or  persons. 

He  then  made  an  earnest  appeal  for  the  means  to  be 
systematical ly  pledged  and  paid,  so  that  the  work  may 
50  on  and  the  State  be  taken  for  Jesus. 

secretary’s  report. 

Rev.  Alfred  Taylor,  Secretary  of  the  State  Sunday - 
•school  Association,  presented  his  report.  After  giv- 
ng  a brief  statement  of  the  many  encouraging  features 
>f  the  work,  with  a few  causes  which  had  hindered  it 
1 little;  and  an  account  of  Conventions  and  Institutes 
leld,  he  proceeded  with  the  following  reports  from  the 
bounties.  These  reports  are  based  on  accounts  from 
he  County  Secretaries,  or  other  persons  in  the  Coun- 
ies  prominent  in  the  work,  and  present  a record  of  the 
iresent  condition  of  Sunday-School  affairs  in  the  seve- 
•al  Counties. 

Adams  County. — A Convention  was  held  at  Gettys- 
burg in  November,  1867,  which  resulted  in  the  forma- 
ion  of  a County  Association.  The  Convention  was 
lot  followed  up  by  active  measures  for  the  promotion 
if  the  Sunday-School  work,  and  the  Association  died. 

A state  of  dullness  is  reported  throughout  this 
lountv.  One-quarter  of  the  population  is  Roman 
Catholic  and  Quaker,  opposed  to  Sunday-Schools.  A 
arge  part  of  the  County  is  mountainous,  and  sparsely 
lopulated.  The  schools  in  this  part  are  mostly  closed 
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during  the  winter,  and  do  not  re-open  until  late  in  the 
slimmer. 

There  are  about  45  Sunday-Schools  in  the  County, 
according  to  the  report,  and  it  is  estimated  that  about 
one-fifth  of  the  children  of  the  County  attend  them. 

Allegheny  County. — No  report.  (See  p.  25.) 

Armstrong  County  reports  one  very  encouraging  fea- 
ture of  the  work.  About  five-sixths  of  all  the  child- 
ren in  the  County  attend  Sunday-School.  Although 
no  Association  has  been  formed  in  the  County,  nor  any 
Convention  held,  as  yet,  the  work  is  in  a wholesome 
condition,  and  the  Sunday-School  libraries,  and  othei 
facilities  for  teaching,  have  been,  of  late,  increased. 

Beaver. — An  Association,  formed  in  1867,  has  kept 
the  work  in  vigorous  operation  in  this  County.  I at 
tended  a Convention  held  at  Beaver,  in  July,  1868,  and 
found  a large  attendance,  and  a hearty  interest  in  ali 
that  concerns  good  teaching.  The  estimated  propor 
tion  of  the  children  in  Sunday-School  is  § to  £.  In 
creasing  interest  in  the  work  is  reported,  with  no  spe 
cially  discouraging  features. 

Bedford. — The  Methodist  Church  is  awake  in  th< 
Institute  work,  and  has  held  several  Institutes  witl 
marked  success.  No  concert  of  action  has  yet  beer 
had  towards  organizing  the  County.  The  principa 
wants  reported  are, — 

Efficient  teachers.  Ministers  more  alive  to  the  work 
A good  man  to  sell  Sunday-School  books  in  th< 
sparsely  settled  parts  of  the  County.  More  new  school 
in  several  of  the  townships. 

Berks. — A Convention  was  to  have  been  held  ii 
Beading,  in  March  last,  but  was  postponed,  and  w 
may  expect  to  hear  of  it  before  long.  The  principa 
obstacles  reported  to  the  progress  of  the  Sunday 
School  work  in  Berks,  are — 

“ The  deadness  of  some  of  the  old  churches.” 
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“The  old  prejudices  and  bigotry  of  a large  part  of 
he  County.” 

“ The  lack  of  progressive  spirit.” 

A District  Convention  has  been  held  by  the  Me- 
hodist  churches,  which  was  largely  successful,  and 
all  of  life  and  interest. 

Blair. — One  of  the  best  Conventions  I have  attended 
fas  held  at  Hollidaysburg,  in  December,  1867;  at 
:hich  time  a promising  County  Convention  was 
Drmed.  The  attendance  at  this  Convention  was  re- 
markable. The  School  Directors  closed  the  public 
chools  during  the  sessions,  and  teachers  and  children 
ttended  in  a body,  keeping  the  immense  building  in 
fhich  the  Convention  was  held  thronged. 

The  result  of  that  Convention,  and  the  services  held 
a connection  with  it,  was  a marked  revival  of  interest 
a most  of  the  schools  of  Hollidaysburg  and  the  vicin- 
:y.  We  had  hoped  that  a series  of  Institutes  would 
>e  held,  as  a result  of  this  Convention.  This  was 
lanned,  but,  as  yet,  plans  and  good  intentions  have 
aken  the  place  of  actual  effort  in  this  direction.  One 
f the  reasons  for  this  is,  that  the  churches  are  all  so 
'usilv  occupied  in  pushing  their  own  work,  and  are 
oing  it  so  well,  that  they  have  no  time  for  combined 
ffort.  Visiting  Hollidaysburg  during  the  past  Spring, 
found  the  good  effects  of  the  Convention  visible,  and 
he  schools  enjoying  a healthy  growth. 

Bradford. — The  first  Bradford  County  Convention 
vas  held  in  July,  1868,  and  the  history  of  the  work, 
ince  that  time,  if  printed  in  full,  would  serve  as  an 
ncouragement  to  the  darkest  and  dullest  counties,  and 
n assurance  that  work  faithfully  done  will  accom- 
plish the  most  happy  results.  The  Convention  of 
868  was  a small  gathering,  held  under  great  dis- 
ouragements.  Parts  of  Bradford  were  as  dark  as  the 
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darkest  corners  of  the  State.  From  year  to  year  th< 
work  went  on  increasing ; the  services  of  the  Rev.  R 
Crittenden  were  secured  as  Missionary  for  the  County 
and,  under  his  active  and  efficient  management,  new 
schools  have  been  organized  vffiere  there  were  none 
and  old  schools  have  been  advanced  to  a degree  o 
prosperity  which  they  had  not  before  enjoyed. 

The  Conventions  of  Bradford  County  are  now  a 
interesting  as  profitable,  and  as  vrell  attended  as  an; 
in  the  State.  During  the  past  year  three  local  con 
ventions  have  been  held  in  addition  to  the  regula 
Annual  County  Convention.  About  five-sevenths  o 
the  children  of  the  County  go  to  Sunday-School. 

A gradual  improvement  in  all  branches  of  Sunday 
School  labor  is  reported  from  this  County,  togethe 
with  a general  interest  in  the  work  on  the  part  of  th 
ministers  and  teachers. 

The  answer  to  the  question,  “Have  you  any  specie 
obstacles  ?”  may  serve  as  an  example  for  some  of  th 
other  counties  of  the  State.  It  is:  “ Plenty  of  them 
BUT  WE  STOP  FOR  NONE.” 

Bucks. — Bucks  works  handsomely.  A lively  Assc 
ciation,  organized  in  November,  1867,  has  kept  thing 
moving  briskly.  Institutes  held  at  the  rate  of  thre 
a year,  besides  the  County  Convention,  have  helpe 
to  keep  teachers  well  posted  in  their  work,  and  arouse 
to  its  importance.  These  have  mostly  been  held  i 
the  southern  part  of  the  County,  and  it  is  propose( 
from  time  to  time,  to  extend  their  benefits  as  thoroughl 
over  the  -whole  County  as  is  possible.  The  norther 
part  of  the  County  is  somewffiat  benighted,  and  is 
fine  field  for  missionary  effort.  The  schools  in  tt 
County  are  enjoying  a fair  degree  of  prosperity,  muc 
greater  than  even  three  or  four  years  ago.  In  thos 
parts  of  the  County  where  schools  are  held,  nearly  a 
the  children  are  reported  as  attending  them. 
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The  principal  difficulty  reported  is,  that  of  finding 
suitable  superintendents  and  teachers. 

Butler. — No  report. 

Cambria. — A Convention  was  held  in  1867.  Since 
hat  one  or  two  denominational  conventions  have  been 
ield,  with  a fair  amount  of  interest.  We  may  hope, 
;re  long,  for  a permanent  Association  in  this  County. 

The  schools  are  reported  as  in  promising  condition; 
nany  encouragements  in  the  work;  the  principal  dis- 
couragement being  the  prevalence  of  an  unhandsome 
spirit  of  denominationalism. 

There  are  several  very  strong  schools  in  Johnstown, 
md  we  may  look  for  large  reports  and  happy  results 
rom  this  County. 

Cameron. — No  report, 
i Carbon. — No  report. 

Centre. — This  County  is  actively  and  prosperously 
Organized  for  hard  wrork.  A County  Association  Avas 
Organized  in  April  last,  and,  from  the  character  of  the 
men  who  are  to  manage  it,  we  may  rest  assured  that 
t will  not  be  one  of  those  which,  after  accomplishing 
nothing,  soon  fade  out. 

i The  Convention  held  by  this  Association  at  Belle- 
onte,  last  week,  was  one  of  unusual  interest.  It  Avas 
veil  attended,  Avas  participated  in  by  a number  of 
ministers  and  laymen  from  various  parts  of  the  County, 
Ind  seemed  to  leave  on  those  Avho  were  present  a de- 
i ided  impression  of  profit,  and  determination  for  more 
; 'ork  and  better. 

'1  Two  Institutes  at  least  are  to  be  held  in  this  County 
luring  the  coming  }rear,  and  Ave  may  look  for  other 
-developments  of  interest  in  various  parts  of  the 

!bunty.  The  upper  part  of  this  County  is  so  sparsely 
3ttled  that  there  are  but  few  schools  in  it. 

There  are  about  80  schools  in  this  County,  with 
0,000  volumes  in  their  libraries. 
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It  is  estimated  that  only  about  one-quarter  of  the 
children  of  the  County  attend  Sunday  School.  Let  us 
hope  for  a large  increase  on  this  proportion,  as  one  of 
the  results  of  the  work  to  be  done  in  the  coming 
year. 

Chester. — Chester  County  is  well  organized  and  suc- 
cessfully at  work.  Since  1863,  Annual  Conventions 
have  been  held,  with  Institutes,  from  time  to  time. 
There  are  about  225  schools  in  the  County,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  7,300.  About  75  per  cent,  of 
the  children  of  the  County  go  to  Sunday-School. 

For  four  summers  past  the  Association  has  employed 
a missionary,  who  has  done  good  work  in  the  County, 
both  in  the  establishment  of  new  schools  and  the  as- 
sistance and  improvement  of  old  ones.  The  County 
is  now  well  furnished  with  schools,  many  of  which 
can  be  brought  up  to  a higher  state  of  usefulness  than 
they  are  now  enjoying.  A growing  interest  on  the 
part  of  nearly  all  the  churches  is  reported. 

Mr.  Harlan,  the  efficient  County  Secretary,  suggests,1 
“ Get  every  Sabbath-School  in  the  State  to  keep  open 
52  Sabbaths  in  the  year,  which  they  can  do  if  they 
have  the  spirit;  God  will  give  them  the  strength .” 

Clarion. — No  report. 

Clearfield. — The  schools  of  this  County  are  largely 
on  the  increase.  About  half  of  the  children  attenc 
them.  A flourishing  County  Association  was  former 
in  June,  1867,  and  has  held  one  Convention,  profitable 
well  attended,  and  of  great  interest.  Measures  hav< 
been  taken  for  other  Conventions  and  Institutes  in  the 
County.  The  County  is  mountainous,  and  in  sorm 
parts  very  thinly  settled;  and  the  Sunday-Schoo 
workmen  have  met  with  great  natural  discourage 
ments,  which  they  have  fought  bravely  to  overcome. 

Clinton. — In  Lockhaven  the  schools  are  reported  t<

>e  on  the  increase,  and  about  one-half  of  the  children 
ttend  them.  Outside  of  Lockhaven  the  proportion  is 
lot  so  great.  Probably  one-third  are  in  regular  at- 
endance. 

The  project  of  forming  an  Association,  and  holding 
lonventions  and  Institutes,  has  been  under  considera- 
ion,  and  will  soon  be  acted  on. 

The  difficulties  reported  are  the  trouble  of  securing 
he  attendance  of  young  men,  and  the  lack  of  compc- 
ent  Bible-class  teachers. 

Columbia. — This  county  has  been  efficiently  organ- 
zed  during  the  past  year.  A Convention  was  held  at 
lloomsburg,  in  December  last,  and  a steadily  increas- 
ng  interest  has  been  the  result.  Half  of  the  children 
a the  County  go  to  Sunday-School.  The  schools  are 
enerally  provided  with  enterprising  and  industrious 
eachers,  and  the  majority  of  them  keep  at  their  .work 
uring  the  whole  of  the  year.  Outside  of  those  who 
re  actually  engaged  in  teaching,  there  is  some  apathy 
n the  subject,  which,  it  is  hoped,  may  yield  to  the  in- 
uences  of  Conventions  and  Institutes  yet  to  be  held, 
altogether,  the  condition  of  affairs  in  Columbia  County 
3 very  encouraging. 

Crawford. — No  report. 

Cumberland. — The  Association  which  has  for  seve- 
al  years  existed  in  this  County  has  been  in  a state  of 
epose  for  some  time.  However,  both  Conventions 
nd  Institutes  have  been  held  at  various  times,  both 
nion  and  denominational,  which  have  left  a good  im- 
ression  on  the  community.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
tie  impression  was  not  deepened,  and  the  work  fol- 
iwed  up  by  holding  more  of  these  gatherings.  A 
esire  is  now  expressed  for  an  Institute,  which  ought 
i be  held  very  soon. 

It  is  estimated  that  about  onc-quarter  of  the  child- 
cn  of  Cumberland  County  go  to  Sunday-School. 
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Some  three  years  ago  an  agent  visited  every  part  o 
the  County,  and  formed  twenty  or  more  neighborhood 
schools,  but  they  have  generally  declined. 

The  great  difficulty  reported  in  this  County  is  “a 
want  of  good  superintendents  to  give  common  life  and 
interest  to  the  schools.  Many  of  our  teachers,  also, 
are  mechanical,  and  go  by  the  question-books,  anc 
have  no  life.  Many  of  our  teachers  are  not  fit  to  be 
teachers,  and  never  can  be  made  so  without  an  entire 
change  of  their  religious  character  and  habits.” 

The  principal  need  reported,  is  “ Some  such  Conven 
tions  and  Institutes  as  will  raise  the  standard  of  teachers 
and  convey  the  impression  that  no  one  is  prepared  U 
teach  a Sunday-School,  any  more  than  a common  distric 
school,  until  he  is  prepared  and  graduated  for  it." 

Dauphin. — A live  County,  engineered  by  activi 
men.  Since  the  organization  of  the  Association,  ii 
1863,  Annual  Conventions  have  been  regularly  hel< 
in  different  parts  of  the  County.  The  attendance  ha 
been  good,  the  proceedings  interesting,  and  the  im 
pression  profitable.  During  the  last  year,  efforts  hav 
been  made  to  secure  the  holding  of  monthly  Institut 
exercises  in  Harrisburg,  a work  which,  if  successful]; 
done,  will  be  attended  with  happy  results.  Only  tw> 
of  these  meetings  were  held,  and  the  matter  was  suJ 
fered  to  drop  for  the  present. 

The  schools  of  Harrisburg  are  not  excelled  by  an 
in  the  State,  and  are  all  enjoying  a large  degree  c 
prosperity.  There  is  not  a more  devoted  band  c 
teachers  to  be  found  than  those  of  Dauphin  Count;; 
A deeper  interest  in  the  work,  and  a constant  inquir 
for  the  best  modes  of  teaching,  are  perceptible  througl 
out  the  County.  About  two-thirds  of  the  childre 
attend  Sunday-School. 

Delaware. — This  rich  and  beautiful  County  is  not,  c 
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et,  organized  for  united  action.  Obstacles  which 
iave  been  entirely  surmounted  in  the  adjoining 
lounty  of  Chester,  have  been  considered  too  formid- 
ble  here.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  great  success  in 
he  work  in  Chester  County  will  stimulate  the  breth- 
en  of  this  County  to  like  efforts,  and  a similar  de- 
ermination  in  the  strength  of  God,  to  overcome 
ifficulties.  There  are  some  noble  men  in  this  County, 
nd  a number  of  excellent  Sunday-Schools.  There 
ias  been  some  talk  about  a Convention  and  Institute, 
>ut  it  has  not  yet  assumed  a definite  shape.  We  may 
mpe  that  the  coming  year  will  bring  forth  a better 
eport. 

Elk. — Among  the  mountains  of  Elk  County  there 
s good  field  for  missionary  effort.  Nothing  has  been 
lone  yet  towards  holding  Conventions  or  organizing  the 
bounty.  About  five-eighths  of  the  children  go  to 
jundav-School. 

The  principal  difficulties  reported  are,  sparse  popul- 
ation, and  want  of  money  to  carry  on  Sunday-Schools 
vith. 

Erie. — Since  1866,  Erie  has  been  enjoying  a high 
legree  of  Sunday-School  prosperity.  The  Association 
hen  formed  has  been  holding  Annual  Conventions, 
vith  Institutes  in  various  parts  of  the  County,  at  such 
imes  as  it  has  been  practicable.  I have  found  the 
neetings  which  I have  attended  in  this  County,  well 
;onducted  and  of  great  interest,  although  my  visits 
vere  during  severe  snow-storms.  A few  active  men 
n the  County  have,  by  constant  attention  to  the  inte- 
ests  of  the  Association,  infused  a commendable 
imount  of  life  and  energy  into  it.  For  two  or  three 
mars  the  annual  meetings  were  held  at  Erie,  but  a de- 
ll nand  arose  for  holding  them  at  other  places  in  the 
•County.  The  last  one,  at  Corr}^,  although  well  at- 
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tended,  at  a time  when  there  was  nearly  three  feet  of 
snow  on  the  ground,  did  not  secure  the  large  attend- 
ance that  would  have  resulted  had  Erie  been  the  place 
of  meeting. 

There  is  much  work  yet  to  be  done  in  Erie  County, 
for  even  with  all  the  interest  shown,  and  the  work 
done,  not  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  children  in 
the  County  go  to  Sunday-School. 

Some  of  the  best  friends  the  State  Association  has 
are  in  Erie  County,  and  we  are  under  great  obligatior 
to  them  for  the  furtherance  of  our  work. 

Fayette. — In  1867  an  Association  was  formed  in  thi; 
County,  which  has  held  Conventions  at  Uniontown 
Connellsville,  Bridgeport,  and  Brownsville.  In  addi 
tion  to  these,  several  township  Institutes  have  beei 
held,  and  an  encouraging  degree  of  interest  is  mani 
tested  in  the  work.  An  increased  zeal  in  bringing  ii 
new  scholars  is  reported,  and  in  organizing  missioi 
schools,  The  only  obstacles  from  which  the  work  ha 
suffered  are  the  wrant  of  interest  on  the  part  of  parents 
and  the  need  of  a live  man  to  canvas  the  County  am 
organize  schools  where  there  are  none.  About  three 
fifths  of  the  children  attend  Sunday-School. 

Forest. — A Methodist  Institute  was  held  in  th 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Tionesta,  in  May,  1869.  Th 
proceedings  were  conducted  with  a vigor  and  interes 
peculiar  to  this  enterprising  part  of  the  State.  Ar 
other  is  to  be  held  at  Shippensville,  in  Augus 
Although  no  concerted  action  has  yet  been  take 
towards  the  formation  of  a County  Association,  th 
matter  is  in  a favorable  condition,  and  we  may  hop 
for  success  in  this  respect  during  the  coming  year.

Yet, 
r all  purposes  of  active  efficiency,  we  may  regard 
is  County  as  organized  for  action,  the  only  step  that 
s been  omitted  being  the  actual  formation  of  an  As- 
ciation. 

Two  County  Conventions  have  been  held,  with  great 
ccess,  one  at  Indiana,  the  other  at  Blairsville.  Be- 
les  these,  a Presbyterian  Sunday-School  Convention 
is  held  a few  months  ago  at  Saltsburg. 

The  estimated  proportion  of  the  children  who  attend 
inday-School  is  about  one-half. 

There  are  between  80  and  90  schools  in  the  County, 
lere  is  a demand  for  more;  and  more  could,  doubt- 
3s,  be  sustained,  if  they  were  organized. 

Several  Institutes  will  be  held  in  this  County  during 
e coming  year.  A decidedly  growing  interest  in  the 
use  is  reported,  with  no  serious  difficulties  in  the 
ly. 

Jefferson. — Most  of  the  schools  in  this  County  are 
speeded.  During  the  winter,  while  they  are  open, 
'out  one-half  of  the  children  of  the  County  attend 
em.  The  principal  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the 
Drk,  are  the  want  of  efficient  teachers;  of  active 
mpathy  of  Christian  people;  of  a sufficient  number 
the  proper  kind  of  books. 

Juniata. — Alter  various  unsuccessful  efforts,  an  As- 
ciation  was  formed  in  this  County,  in  May,  1868, 
hich  has  worked  well,  and  gives  promise  of  excel- 
nt  results.  The  Convention  held  at  its  formation 
as  well  attended  and  was  exceedingly  profitable.  An 
istitute  was  held  a few  months  later,  which  showed 
decided  advance  in  the  interest  taken  in  Sunday- 
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School  teaching.  The  Annual  Convention  was  he 
last  week,  and  shows  a marked  progress  in  the  woi 
of  the  Association. 

There  are  a few  earnest  men  in  this  County,  wl 
have  given  a healthy  tone  to  the  whole  work,  and 
whose  efforts  the  work  is  indebted,  under  God,  for  i 
success.  We  may  expect  very  good  reports,  in  futui 
from  Juniata  County. 

Lancaster. — There  are,  in  Lancaster  County,  abo 
175  schools,  into  which  about  two-fifths  of  the  childr* 
of  the  County  are  gathered.  Two  Conventions  ha' 
been  held,  at  the  first  of  which  an  Association  w 
formed  for  the  County.  Both  of  the  Conventio 
were  characterized  by  much  interest,  earnestness,  a: 
enthusiasm. 

The  labors  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Reamensnyder,  who 
doing  missionary  work  in  the  County,  have  been  fi 
lowed  by  God’s  blessing.  He  has  been  at  woi 
establishing  new  schools  and  improving  old  ones.  I 
is  a faithful  man,  and  well  adapted  for  his  wor 
Some  ten  gentlemen  in  the  County  have  united 
raise  a fund  for  his  maintenance. 

The  principal  obstacles  reported  are:  “ignoranc 
prejudice,  bigotry,  parsimony,  and  Sabbath  desecr 
tion.”  Notwithstanding  these,  the  work  goes  on  wi 
encouragement. 

Lawrence. — This  County  is  an  instance  of  what  c: 
be  done  when  a few  earnest  men  go  wisely  to  wo: 
and  persistently  continue  their  efforts.  There  are  fe 
Counties  in  which  the  work  is  better  done.  The  A 
sociation  was  organized  in  1864,  since  which  reg 
lar  semi-annual  Conventions  have  been  held,  ai 
have  been  of  remarkable  and  increasing  interest.  TJ 
last  was  held  May  24th  and  25th,  at  Hermon,  ne 
Newcastle.  An  Institute  for  the  western  Counties 
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e State  was  arranged  for,  to  be  held  in  Newcastle 
tring  the  month  of  November  last;  but  the  excite- 
ent  consequent  on  the  elections  interfered  with  it, 
d it  was  postponed.  We  may  hope  soon  to  hear  of 
newed  arrangements  for  it. 

The  Association  in  this  County  has  met  with  great 
ccess  in  carrying  the  Convention  to  different  parts 
the  County.  No  matter  how  remote  or  inaccessible, 
how  small  the  place  may  be  at  which  the  Conven- 
m is  held,  there  is  always  a large  attendance  from 
l parts  of  the  County. 

The  result  of  the  earnestness  which  has  made  such 
strong  Association,  is  seen  in  the  excellent  character 
most  of  the  schools  of  the  County.  For  the  most 
rt  they  are  enjoying  a high  degree  of  prosperity, 
>th  in  the  city  of  Newcastle  and  in  the  rural  parts  of 
e County.  A few  of  the  schools,  however,  languish, 
hich  is  the  case  in  every  County. 

There  are  about  70  schools  in  the  County.  About 
re-fifths  of  the  children  of  the  County  attend  them. 
The  field  for  new  schools  may  be  judged  of  by  one 
ct:  a few  weeks  ago  I was  present  at  the  formation 
a new  Sundav-School,  about  two  miles  from  New- 
stle.  The  public  school  building,  which  was  placed 
our  disposal  for  the  purpose,  and  for  preaching,  was 
led  with  a company  of  cheerful  children,  none  of 
\om  were  regular  attendants  on  any  Sunday-School. 
We  are  indebted  to  the  liberality  of  this  Associa- 
>n  for  substantial  aid  in  the  pecuniary  part  of  our 
ark.  Would  that  all  the  County  Associations  would 
50  and  do  likewise.” 

Lebanon. — This  County  is  mostly  inhabited  by  a 
• >pulation  caring  but  little  for  the  Sunday-School 
prk,  and  under  the  power  of  an  intense  denomina- 
rnalism.  As  soon  as  Berks  becomes  sufficiently 
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awake  to  take  decided  action,  it  is  possible  that  w 
may  succeed  in  doing  something  in  Lebanon. 

It  is  estimated,  notwithstanding  the  apathy  for  coil 
certed  action  m this  County,  that  about  half  the  child 
ren  go  to  Sunday-School.  Most  of  the  schools  a’ 
closed  in  winter. 

Lehigh. — It  is  refreshing  to  see  the  work  in  LehigH 
Like  that  in  Lawrence,  it  shows  what  a few  earnest 
men  can  do.  The  population  is  as  thoroughly  Ger( 
man  as  in  any  County  in  the  State,  so  much  so  thil 
even  in  the  Conventions,  a speaker  is  as  apt  to  delivl 
himself  in  the  German  language  as  in  English.  J 
some  other  counties  the  large  German  population  hi 
been  considered  a valid  reason  for  making  no  effa 
at  all  towards  County  Convention  work.  In  Lehigl 
our  last  Convention  was  held  in  a church  in  whb 
only  the  German  language  is  in  use,  both  in  worsbi 
and  preaching.  The  first  Convention  was  held  in  t 
Court-house  in  Allentown,  in  May,  1868.  I ha 
never  been  at  any  Convention  in  which  the  ministf 
of  the  County  took  such  a wrarm  interest.  Most 
the  pastors  of  the  Allentown  churches  were  presei 
and  the  debates,  while  they  were  kind  and  courteoi 
showed  marked  individuality  of  thought  and  decid 
conviction  as  to  the  opinions  held.  Such  debates  a 
much  more  valuable  than  those  in  which  the  speake 
all  think  exactly  alike. 

The  schools  of  Lehigh  County  are,  for  the  m( 
part,  highly  flourishing.  There  are  about  90  in  t 
County,  attended  by  about  7,600  children,  suppos 
to  be  about  half  the  juvenile  population  of  t 
County. 

There  is  an  increased  desire  for  Teachers’  Stu 
Meetings,  and  for  all  other  means  of  help  and  impro 
ment  in  the  work. 
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During  tlie  last  year  one  very  successful  Institute 
s held  at  Catasauqua,  which  contributed  largely  to 
! promotion  of  interest  in  the  work. 

The  Lehigh  County  Association  has  a great  work 
ore  it.  And  may  God  bless  what  has  been  done, 
1 prosper  the  work  for  the  future. 

Luzerne. — An  Institute  has  been  held  at  Wilkes- 
■re  within  the  past  two  weeks.  A good  prospect  of 
irst-class  County  Association  there  soon. 

Lycoming. — This  County  is  thoroughly  organized 
work.  The  last  meeting  of  the  County  Institute 
s held  Thursday  before  last.
